The scarcity of water la the PMlflc aoutb- 
weit md the arid mountain st*lca la an old 
atory. But it'»»tarU!nB lo hear mat Hew York 
City on the mobl eastern seaboard ti abort 
of water. 

The press lately has devoted new attention 
to the country'a water problems. 6urvey« 
s^ow there Is no general shortage. But the 
distribution of avallaUo reaerrea does not 
Ully with the netds of particular places. 

Muny portions of the nation are auflerln* 
water drflclenclea. Industrial crowtb. heavier 
use of wo ter- consuming air coildltlonlnf ma- 
chlnrry, ovrrdevelopment of InlsaUon in re- 
■ fcponse to hliih farm prices, and population 
changes uU have contributed to these shorl- 

Tlio effect of short supply on population 
<leVFlopment la obvious. Not so well realized 
U tni Impact on Industry. Bteel, alu m i n u m , 
cliemlcal and numerous other Industrlea are 
heavily reliant upon water. Its lack ti a i>ow- 
erful check on growth. 

About 80 per cent of all U. B. water needs 
Is tUled by surface waUr drawn Irom lakea. 
rlvera and spiallrr streams. The remaining 
SO per cent Is ground water, usually pumped 
up through welU varying In depth from SO 
feet to several hundred feet. 

According to a New York Times aurvey. the 
lue of ground water In the United BUtes has 
soared from 10. 000 .000.000 gaUoru dally In 
IBSa to 25.000,000.000 this year. This stupen- 
dous drain has dropped the water Uble In 
aome areas to dangerously low levels. Irriga- 
tion is taking mora than 1,000,000,000 (allona 
of the present totaL 

Depleted ground water reserves often apell 
finish to further expansion, because resort 
to addlUonal surface lupptles may be Impos- 
«lb)i or too cosUy. 

Even In regions wher* surface waters ap- 
pear more than ample to cover foreseeable 
needs, the high cost of new faeUlUes U a pos- 
dble stumbling block. For example. New York 
Ctly has a project under way to use the waUrs 
of the Delaware rlvtr Bwre tfi an 100 m U e s 
Tsinnn poii ■uniiHsTS.oba.oOo anti wni 
bt ready in IP5(l; but'tt will meet growing 
needs only unUl perhspi IHO, when further 
provision will have t« be made. 

No better pubUclted water- problem ezlsU 
'than that In Los Angelrt. Right now the city 
b using only 16 per cent of Its Colorado river 
allotment, depending chiefly on iU older 
source, the Owens rlvir, which taps the tall 
Sierras. 

But aouthem CallfomU U leaping so fast 
Id populattol^, thM planners are alarmed for 
the future. Trflil has reached the eUge where 
desperate projects llki diverting the Colum- 
bia river's surplus more than 1.000 mlleg from 
the Oregon -Washington border get serious 
aonsl deration. 

Regularly poiJplng Into the picture Is the 
Idea of convertlni sea wsler Into useful com- 
tnunllT water supply by desalting It. The 
navy developed a proceu durtng the war to 
assure drinking water to filers and seamen 
lost at>sra. But the operation Is still so »• 
pensive as to seem prohibitive on a large 
acalc.
